Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
The provision in reference to the Panama canal is as follows: 


“The canal shall be free and open to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules, on terms of entire equality, 60 that there 
shall be no discrimination against any such nation, or its citizens or subjects, 
in respect of the condition or charges of traffic or otherwise. Such conditions 


and charges of traffic shall be just and é€quitable.”’

The vote ended one of the hottest 
fights of the convention. 

The striking pressmen were con- 
demned by the investigating commit- 
tee for refusing to accept proffered 
arbitration and for having sought to 
get b International Typographicai 
union and allied trades unions into the 
fig ht. The stereotypers in Chicago 
were found guilty by the committee 
of having violated contracts, and the 
strike order itself was denounced as 
‘a blunder worse than a crime,” 

The committee report practically 
reiterated the statements regarding 
the strike that had been made before 
the convention by James J. Freel, pres- 
ident of the stereotypers, charging, in 
addition, that a certain Chicago daily 
newspaper Claiming to be a labor pub- 
lication libeled and misrepresented in- 
ternational officers and did all in its 
power to keep the strikers agitated. 

Concluding, the report reads: 

“This committee cannot too strongly 
condemn the methods and tactics used 
in Chicago, and your committee be- 
lieves that not only should the inter-

He says that ‘‘a few partisan lawyers interested in 
pending litigation’ are supporting Judge Pendleton.

He says he has practiced 
law for ‘‘fifteen years.’’ Did you EVER SEE him in 
the Courthouse? Did you ever, as party, witness, juror, 
or spectator, SEE him try ANY case?

An examination of the last ten volumes of the 
Supreme Court Reports discloses his name in but TWO 
cases.

It is true ‘he was appointed Judge of the Superior 
Court, WITHOUT SOLICITATION UPON HIS PART, 
when Judge Lumpkin was placed on the Supreme Court. 
Incidentally, he is one of the best trial Judges in Georgia. 

It is further true he has been TWICE indorsed, since 
then, by THE PEOPLE. ; 

THE PEOPLE appear to be as well satisfied with 
his administration as the LAWYERS. 

But, Mr. Stephens, what about YOUR RECORD as 
a ‘‘CHRONIC OFFICE SEEKER’’? 

You ran for Justice of the Peace. 

You ran for City Recorder. 
You ran for Solicitor of the Criminal Court of At. 
anta. 

You ran for the Legislature from this county. 

Were you ever elected to any office? 

Isn’t your appetite for office both VARIED and 
VORACIOUS? 


INDORSES A NEGRO. 

On December 2, 1904, Mr. Stephens indorsed a 
NEGRO POLITICIAN for admission to the bar. He 
had a legal right to do this if it met his PERSONAL 
TASTES AND INCLINATIONS, just as Mr. Wicker- 
sham had the right to indorse the negro Lewis for mem- 
bership in the American Bar Association. 

But a negro lawyer is distasteful to ninety-nine per 
cent of all jurors, parties, witnesses and lawyers. 

Mr. Stephens was either so constituted as to be igno- 
rant of this fact, or, knowing it, was indifferent as to the 
feelings of the people. 

A Judge of the Superior Court ought to both KNOW 
and be KEENLY ALIVE to the results of his acts. 

His exercise of a legal right to indorse a negro for 
admission was an act NOT calculated to facilitate the 
even, efficient operation of the legal machinery. 

Mr. Stephens stated at the East Point meeting that 
Judge Pendleton, as Administrator of the Collier estate, 
had brought a suit in the Superior Court against certain 
parties when this case should have been brought in the 
City Court, the intimation being that Judge Pendleton 
was seeking the influence of the Superior Court in the 
decision. 

This statement reflects no credit upon Mr. Stephens, 
Judge Pendleton was named by the Collier heirs as Ad- 
ministrator of their estate, and appointed Administrator 
before he was selected as Judge of the Superior Court. 
This estate has never been wound up, and Judge Pendle- 
ton is still the Administrator; and no RIGHT TO SUE 
exists in behalf of ANY ONE EXCEPT JUDGE PEN-

rich and poor, lowly and high- 
In Petersburg alone there is an 
xe of fifteen suicides a day. Mos- 
records about the same number, 
the other big Russian cities are 
net far behind. Efforts have been 
made in vairi to check the tendency. 
Anti-suicide ‘societies by the dozen 
have made their appearance, but de- 
spite the constant efforts of such or- 
ganizations as the League of Life and 
the Anti-Suicide league, the daily rec- 
ord of suicitdeg increases alarmingly. 
So serious has the situation become in 
this city that the prefecture of police 
has offered a reward of $2.50 for every 
rescue, and many of the unemployed 
assemble every day on the banks of 
the Neva and the canals on the look- 
out for attempted suicides.
